VATICAN CITY TAP) - With 
awesome ceremony the Roman 
Catholic Church 
Monday com­ 
mitted Pope Pius X II to eternal 
rest near the tomb of St. Peter. 
This location, selected by the 
cardinals, was a sign of their vast 
esteem for Pius XII He himself 
had announced in 1950 the finding 
of the burial place of St. Peter, 
prince of the apostles. 
Since that secret burial nearly 
2.000 years ago, 142 other pontiffs 
have been placed to rest in the 
labyrinthine grottos of St. Peter’* 
Basilica. 
The giant bells of St. Peter's 
tolled a dirge as the body of the 
Pope, encased in three coffins. 
was lowered into the massive 
stone foundations of the basilica. 
The ceremony was one of extreme 
sadness.

(Ike May Mdke More 
Court Appointments 


In naming a successor to Justice Harold H. 
Burton, now retired from the Suprem e Court, 
President Eisenhower has made his fifth appoint­ 
m ent to the Court. 
He may have more to make 
— Justice Frankfurter is 75. Justice Black 72, 
and Justice Douglas reaches voluntary retire­ 
m ent age of 70 on Thursday. 
After the first Court, of six m em bers, was 
nam ed by George W ashington in 1789, no Presi­ 
dent so far has nam ed more than five m em bers, 
except the only President to serve more than two 
term s. 
Some of the most popular chief execu­ 
tives had no chance to pick more than relatively 
few justices, som e of the least popular ones pick­ 
ed relatively many. 
Theodore R oosevelt in eight years .selected 
only three justices. 
Taft in four years named 
five, a majority of the Court, in addition to ele­ 
vating Edward D. W hite of Louisiana. Dem ocrat, 
from associate to ch ief justice. 
Coolidge, popu­ 
lar chose only one of the justices in six years. 
Hoover, unpopular, three in four years. Truman 
had four in eight years. 
Although F. D. Roosevelt in 12 years made 
eight Supreme Court appointm ents, in addition 
to elevating Harlan F. Stone. Republican, to 
Chief Justice, he had none at all in his first four 
and a half years. 
On that account som e m em ­ 
bers of Congress who opposed his Court-packing 
proposal of 1937 said they would vote, instead, 
to give him two appointm ents at the tim e. (The 
Constitution, of course, fails to specify the num ­ 
ber of members of the Court 1. 
Another proposal is for a new justice to be 
appointed every two years regardless of death 
or resignations. 
That has been about the aver­ 
age-—92 justices in 169 years. 
It is argued that 
thus no individual President would have too 
m any or few appointm ents to make, the stream 
of new blood on the Court would be constant, 
no justice would "borrow time" to avoid afford­ 
ing an appointment to a President he disliked, 
and no future President, with term of office now 
restricted to eight years, could name a full ma­ 
jority of the Court.

W henever a new Pope is to be elected, interest us­ 
ually turns to the strength of the Roman Catholic 
Church which survives attack from outside or w eak­ 
ness from within. 
As history is now w ritten, this is a 
young religion, not quite 2.000 years old. 
It is an out­ 
growth of the appearance of Jesus in Jerusalem and 
the spread of His doctrine by Paul and his assonate* 
among the peoples of the Roman Em pire 
Most of the early churches were actually in Jew ish 
synagogues, some of the synagogues going over to the 
new doctrine altogether: som e divided their buildings 
between those who accepted the Messiah and those who 
rejected Him 
P e e r preached the Gospel in Rome and* 
he becam e the first Bishop of Rome 
That does not 
m ean that that was the firM Christian Church, for there 
were earlier churches in Palestine. Syria. Greece, etc.

Pius and G eneral M ark Clark 
becam e good friends instantly aft­ 
er the A m erican com m ander a r­ 
rived at the Vatican in 1944 and 
met with the Pope to express his 
regret over the accidental bomb­ 
ing of ancient St. John L ateran 
Basilica, which happened to b t 
the Pope’s own cathedral in his 
role as bishop of Rome. 
"I am afraid you h iv e been dis­ 
turbed by the noise of my tanks 
and I am so rry ," the general 
said.

It is easily found in Church history that in the e a rl­ 
iest period of the Church, certainly by the second and 
third centuries, other C hristian com m unities referred 
doctrinal m atters to Rome for decision, thus establish­ 
ing the authoriiy of the Bishop of Rome by prccendent. 
P erh am the cornerstone of the organization of the 
Catholic O uirch is the doctrine of the infallibility of the 
Pope in m atters of faith and m orals, often referred to 
rn early writings, confirm ed by the Council of Florence 
in 1439 and reconfirm ed by the Constitution of July 18, 
1870 which finally settled also the m atter of prim acy. 
It is th# infallibility of the Pope in m atters of faith 
and m orals which m akes the Roman Catholic Church 
universal in organization and dogma. Archbishop Paul 
Yu-pin. who is Chinese, is at home in a Catholic church 
or Catholic comm unity in any part of the world There 
is one Church, one liturgy, one set of rules, the excep­ 
tion being 
of course, the E astern Rites. 
When the 
Pope speaks ex-cathedra, it is with the full authority 
of the Church because he speaks from the ’’chair of 
P eter."
